'i’hti morning is the best time for giving a jmrgativc, the horse having previoDiiy 
fasted for two or three hours ; during this day, he is to be kept in the stable, 
fed with bran mashes, and a very moderate quantity ol hay. He m.iy be allowed 
to drink plentifully of warm water, and if he refuses it warm, let the ehill only 
just be taken oil' On the following morning be is to be gently exereisod, whej 
the medicine will generally begin to »»perale, and he is to be plcntilully 
with bran mashes and warm water. Warm clothing, particularly when he iso^ 
of the stable, is highly nccessar)'. 

On the next day the purging will generally have ceased ; then a small quantity 
of corn may be allowed. 

When physic docs not oiierate at the usual time, the horse ai:|>earmg sick ted

IS the true su rct of the recent succo>s of the get of most of the imported stal¬ 
lions ; and the prejudice o-i which this cau-^e is foaudt d has nearly driven oar na¬ 
tive sialhons mil of comp<'titio;i, or forced them to be content with comman marea 
at low prices. It will not long he so; prejud.ee on any .s-:b;ect can have but a 
short reign. The ligiit of truth, which will be gained by e.Tperience, may not come 
all at <»nce, but the gradual dt-elen.<!on of our stock, as we come to breed our com¬ 
mon rnart-s lo the generally light-formed, unsubstantial imported-stallions, will 
open our eyes to oiir f«>!ly. For such want of substantial s.rer.gth of fonn isob- 
jeeied lo liicse importations, and it.-; trut’i i.s rendered t’nc inoie probable from the 
I fact, lliat they foriiud the most fashionable, stock of runners in England, (now of 
this unsubstantial formation.) and were bought, many of tiiciii at low- prices, be¬ 
cause they had either broke dow n, or were too old for the contests of the Turf. 

'J’licre is another error in regard to stock of a difl'erent kind, that may be noticed 
in connexion with thi.«—t’no iinprovenicnt of our Milch (’ows. Our farmers are

Pond water, if it Ih- on a clay bott*imand be swi et, agrees best with horses; 
hard water may be improved by ihro-.vmg some el.alk or clay into it, and exposing 
it in cisterns lo the ojjeti air. 

It is propi-r to let the water, intended for tlie horses, stand for some hours in 
the stables before it is u«ed. 

Water slioiild be ollered to liorses freqin ritly ; they would thdi never drink 
large quaiilitu-s of it at a lime, whieli is j»;irtii ul;irlv hurtful to t.hem when hcate<l 
by exereist-. It is a good and saf«- plan when travelin.g, Ac., always lo mix hot 
water t hough with their cold to lake olf tlic chill,

MXMKeisK. 

A horse’s exercise should he projiortioned to liis strength, m.Tuner of feeding, 
and the labour required of him. He ought however, lo have at least two hours of 
daily exercise. 

Horses should not he ridden fast after having het-n newly fed and watered. A 
fat horse reijuires a long course of ino«lerale ext-reise before he can safely be put 
lo trot, which vs violent. 

It should be a general rule to ride a horse «!o-wly at the beginning of a stage ; 
afterwards increase tin pace, ai.d idiiekcn it again a mile or two before the end of 
it, so as to bring iiim i!»lcrably cool into llie stable. 

If ho.-’st-s come in v«-ry warm, they .‘•hould bo walked about gradually till cool, 
their feet slmnUl then he jirieke<l, and all dirt and gravel carefully washed out. In 
hot wcat'ner. wa<hiiig their legs i:» proper, hut they s'uouhl always he well rubbed 
afterwards. In winter, cold water is injurious to the heels, and apt lo bring on 
.swelling and the grease. 

Horses should on no .account be permitted to stand uncovered in the stahh*, 
much less at the stable doors after being much ’m-atcil, except the weather he very 
warm. Road horses should in the middle of a long stage have half a j;ail of water 
mixed with a little oatmeal; and on a journey, if no other corn but what is soft 
and new can be procured, oatmeal just moistened wiili water, or some coarse bread, 
should be given in preference to such corn, which is extremely unwholesome. If 
a horse grow costive, let him have some mashes of scalded bran or malt. If he 
have any dililcuhy in staleing only, an ounce of nitre may be given in his food for 
a few nigius, 

.Should he I'C teized with a violent fit of the gripes, let him l»e bled, baek-raked, 
and have a glyster of throe or four quarts of water gruel mixed with eight ounces 
of glaubcr or common salt. 

'File best instrument for giving a glyster is an ox bladder, that will hold two or 
three tjuarts, tied to the end of a wooden pipe about fourteen inches long, one inch 
and a half diameter where the bag is tied, -I of a gradual taper to the extremity, 
where the thickness should suddenly incrca.- *, and be rounded otT at the point, 
and made as smooth as possible. The hole through the pipe may be made sufTi- 
ciciitly large to admit the end of a common funnel for pouring the liquor into the 
bag; no other force is requisite lo throw it up, than the holding the bag a little 
higher than the level of tlie pipe. If in consequence of violent intlammation and 
pain, and opiates should be necessary, a table spoonful of laudanum may be given
